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A  NEW  SERIES 


Back  in  1958  KPFA  produced  The  Homo- 
sexual in  Our  Society;  in  1962,  WBAI 
aired  Live  and  Let  Live  in  which  eight 
homosexuals  discussed  their  lives.  Both 
programs  produced  much  controversy  at 
the  time.  We  have  broadcast  several  pro- 
grams about  homosexuality  in  the  inter- 
vening years  and  last  year  KPFA  inaugur- 
ated a  series  of  Gay  commentaries  (Sun- 
days at  5:30  PM).  Last  month  we  began 
a  monthly  series,  Aspects  of  Gay  Life 
(this  month's  program,  dealing  with  Gay 
religious  groups  will  be  heard  at  10  PM, 
June  11).  While  voices  from  the  Gay  Lib- 
eration movement  and  other  segments  of 
Gay  society  are  being  heard  more  fre- 
quently on  the  commercial  media  today 
we  believe  a  lot  more  should  be  done  in 
this  area. 
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This  month  we  begin  a  new  regular  fea- 
ture. Gay  Talk,  to  be  heard  alternate  Mon- 
day nights  at  1 1  PM  (starting  June  4)  to 
meet  this  need.  We  hope  the  program  can 
do  for  Gay  people  what  Unlearning  to  Not 
Speak  has  done  for  women.  The  format 
will  be  a  talk  show  with  different  guests, 
topics  and  listener  phone-ins. 

We  hope  to  inform  and  educate  straight 
listeners  as  well  as  Gay,  and  to  share  ex- 
periences with  Gay  listeners  to  show  them 
that  they  are  not  alone.  The  host  and  pro- 
ducer of  the  series  is  Alan  Farley,  and 
some  of  the  topics  he  hopes  to  cover  are: 
Gay  Marriages,  Police  and  Gays,  Case  His- 
tories of  "Coming  Out,"  The  Changing 
Image  of  Gays  in  Fiction,  Gay  Studies 
and  many  more.

The  fire  hazard  this  summer  is 
greater  than  it  ever  has  been.  We  need  to 
take  immediate  steps  to  reduce  the  threat 
to  our  transmitter.
